< The first supper at Teller, with warm coffee, tasted like 
ambrosia. For several hours the crew had suffered much 
from cold, especially when the fog was at its worst and mak- 
ing the air humid. Often the windows would no soonér be 
opened to allow observations than the cold, humid air passed 
through the cabin where the observers handled their instru- 
ments without gloves. : 
Heard Wireless Calls for Them. 

- Immediately: after landing we tried to establish commu- 
nication with the Nome wireless station to inform the world 
that the ship and crew were in safety at Teller. The Teller 


, . Wireless station, however, had not been working for two 


years. We'called in vain for several hours. Finally, when it 
was repaired by the expedition’s wireless men, twenty-four 
hours after landing, we succeeded in establishing communica- 
tion. 

It was rather disheartening, before communication was 


_ established, to listen to calls for the Norge from wireless sta- 


tions in Alaska, which apparently believed’ the ‘ship was drift-

NOME, Alaska, May 16.—Several days 
previous to the departure ~ of — the 
Ampndsen - Ellsworth - Nobile  Trazs- 
polar. Expedition radio stations in 
Alaska were instructed to make every 
effort to. establish contact with the 
Norge. This radio station was notified 
when the Norge passed Point Barrow, 
headed south, and further instructed 
to maintain a twenty-four-hour sched- 
ule, listening in pratically constantly 

after the Norge left Point Barrow. 

The: Norge’s wave lengths varied 
from 450 to 1,400 meters. These waves 
were concentrated upon by having ex- 
perienced operators tuning in every 
minute~ when the station was not 
transmitting. — 

The great volume of business at the 
Nome Radio Station during this period 
necessitated that considerable time be 
devoted to moving’ regular business, 
thereby leaving vacant spots in the 
listening-in schedules.

There are large little-known-areas in 
North Africa, Central and Northern 
Asia and South America. They fre 
unexplored in the sense that civilized 
man knows little about them... Most 
of them have been visited in past 
times or by native populations. 

The best base for exploring the 300,- 
000-square mile area on the Canadian 
side would be Peary. Land, where 
Byrd originally intended to land on his 
flight for the Pole. Peary Land, dis- 
covered by Peary in 1900, lies north of

land in the world. Byrd planned to 
attempt a landing there; but was 
eventually convinced that a non-stop 
flight to the Pole would be best. The 
chances are agafnst a safe landing in 
a region like Peary Land: Fogs are 
now beginning to rise, which. would 
increase. the perils of an exploring 
venture into the unknown such as 
Byrd originally planned.

Ohe of the next. places for an attack 
on the 600,000-square mile region left 
py Amundsen on the Siberian side of 
his track is Point.

2. Tidal observations are said to 
show currents. near the borders of 
the Arctic of such a character as to 
indicate that the current does not 
flow through the central Arctic, but 
is pushed aside by a block of. land 
or an archipelago. |This, however, is 
disputed. 

3. Birds have been reported as mi- 
grating north of any known land, as 
if bound for land near the Pole. It 
is not certain, however, that birds 
know precisely where they are bound. 
Amundsen found geese and auks, 
which were apparently lost, on his 
polar attempt of last Spring. 

4. Ice found in the sea north of 
Alaska appears to be of considerable 
age, as if it had accumulated. on land 
and broken off in icebergs from land 
masses which have not been dis- 
covered. 

5. Tracing the chain of volcanic 
islands in the Pacific, it is contended 
that their course would go through 
the unknown région of ths Arctic, 
making. it probable that volcanic 
peaks there ‘would exist as islands. 


' Protection From Flying Ice. 


The flight of the Norge was not a 
picnic. Toward the end the big dirigi- 
ble was in. serious trouble, as its Can- 
vas gkin was cut and ripped by ice 
shot.into it by its own propeller blades.

He 
was deeply in debt and worried about 
his future when he met*Lincoln Ells- 
worth, who wanted to fly to the North 
Pole and was able to raise the money | 
to try it. In 1925 Amundsen and Ells- 
worth did get into the air, and they 
approached within 150 miles oi the 
Pole. 

Amundsen Overcome With Joy. 

In his book on this flight, Amundsen 
describes the elation he felt when his 
Plane finally rose in the air and headed 
for the Pole. He rose in the plane 
and thanked the navigator and nis 
comrades. He was overcome with joy.

“Took 10,000 Miles From Unknown Area. 


‘About three hours after we had turned south, flying ap- 
proximately three hundred miles, we left the unknown regions 
and got into the explored area. We had taken at least 10,000 
square miles off the map and brought that much area from the 
- unknown ‘to the known column of sie cage That was most 
gratifying. 

Again I took 1 my hat off to aviation. It had been very close 
to our hearts to explore the unknown regions with airplanes. 
Is it boasting to say that aircraft can pull the teeth of the 
Arctic? 

Leaky Motor Still Pounding Away. 

Now comes a remarkable thing. The motor>with the 
leaky oil tank wads still pounding away rhythmically. We could 
‘not understand it. The oil pressure was still high and gave 

.no signs of going down. it was a puzzle and we were ready 
and anxious to be still further mystified if it should mean that 
the motor would continue to run. ‘ 

But I felt sure, at this stage of our journey, that we 
could make Kings Bay with two motors. The sun was still 
bright and I had no further apprehension about the leaky 
tank. . 


It occurred to me what a great thing multimotors are: 


for a plane. They give to business the answer it has been 
looking for. The plane that can fly with a half or a third of 
its motors is almost certain to run a reasonable time if the 
gasoline, oil arid water last. 


Temperature Had Been at Zero. 


But we did not have to reckon with water. because our 
three motors are Wright air-cooled instead of water-tooled. 
Freezing temperatures could not freeze our motors up. It is a 
great ‘motor and a great plane. The engines are 200 horse- 
power each, so we had 600 horsepower pulling our great, single 
wing along at the rate of 100 miles an hour. 

The Wright Company had put a special cowling all around 
-the motors to protect them from the bitter cold temperature 

- at the Pole. The temperature had been zero, 32 degrees below 
fréezing. I€ was now 5 degrees above zero and really warmer 
than I had expected to find it.. 7 

~ « Wehad a strong wind with us and were taking advantage 
of it by flying at various altitudes. The wind changes in both 
strength and direction at different altitudes and an aviator 
can frequently take advantage of this fact to increase his speed 
over the ground. 

Wind Increased Speed 10 Miles an Hour. 

There was about a 20-mile-an-hour wind blowing and it was 
increasing our speed by ten miles an hour. If this wind had 
been directly behind us; as it was at times, we would have in- 
creased our speed 20 miles an hour-because the plane, while 

, is.a part.of the air and is affected by wind currents 
exactly as a boat is affected by water currents.

I went up and relieved Bennett at the wheel again and 
navigated at the same time by holding the precious sun com- 
pass in my left hand.

When Bennett took the pilot’s seat 
again he informed me that the motors were coming up to our 
best expectations in the matter of gasoline consumption. 

I had taken a few photographs and moving pictures on the 
flight, and I now tried to take some more. I had never taken 


all the patience I possessed to rewind that movie camera when 
the film jammed, and I almost heaved ‘it overboard once or 
twice. I wonder how those pictures are coming out, if at all? 
I took a movie of Bennett at the wheel, and he tried to tak2 one 
of me piloting, but he got up so close that I am afraid it won’t|.

Land Sighted, Safe Return Sure.: 


About 2:80, Greenwich, I started forward to ask Bennett 
if he could make out any land ahead, but just as I did so he 
nodded his head, indicating there was something of interest to 


sure enough, there was land at least 100 miles away: We had 
found the visibility. in the Arctic remarkable in clear weather. 
I have several times seen mountains 150 miles away. 

That land was the most welcome bit of land I had ever 
seen. No more of that incessant sighting on the drift indicator 
and the compasses. The task to which.I had devoted. years of 
preparation was over. We would get back now if, the motors 
would hold.out and there was no doubt they would. The wind 
was almost directly behind us-now and we were making 105 
miles an hour. I took the wheel and in a few-minutes noted 
Grey Hook was ahead and that Amsterdam Island, from which 
we had taken our departure for the Pole, lay slightly on the 
starboard bow. 

When we reached the edge of the ice pack I noted that 
westward it was possible to walk to land from the polar ice 
pack. I judged the strip of ice that led to the land to be four 
or five miles wide: Knowing that hydrographers would be 
interested in-the character and location of the edge of the ice 
pack, I took a number of pictures of it. -Waves on the water 
north of Spitzbergen were breaking toward the south, so 
the strong wind was still with us, and it continued until we 
reached Kings Bay and descended into the lee of the moun- 
tains. 

\' Stirred by Thoughts of Chantier’s Men. 

I climbed the plune gradually as we neared Kings Bay, 
until we were nearly a mile high. There was the Chantier, 
looking like a long, dark rock in the water, with the ice float- 
ing here and there about her.

Byrd Still Deaf From Roar of Motors.

Dr. Reisner Compliments Them 
on Arctic Achievements as 
_ Fine Examples to Youth. 


FOKKER ADDS HIS PRAISE 


Designer of Byrd’s Plane Declares 
Flight Was Remarkable—Thinks 
Experimental Stage Is Over.

Complimenting Captain Roald 
Amundsen and iLleut. Commander 
Richard E. Byrd on their splendid 
achievements in the Arctic, the Rev. 
Dr. Christian F.- Reisner contrasted 
the modes of life of the two polar 
pioneers with those followed by the 
people whom he erred to as “flying 
in his sermon last night. 
Speaking in the Chelsea Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Fort Washington 
Avenue and 178th Street. Dr. Reisner 
first introduced Anthony Fokker as the 
designer of the plane used by Byrd. 

“I want to stress the fine example 
ot clean living and accomplishment 
the two flying expiorers set to young 
folks all over the world,” said Dr. 
Reisner. “Sin defeats advancement, 
just as poor eyes, bad nerves and the 
nightmare of fear-defeat a flyer. Byrd, 
Amundsen and their kind follow a 
rigid set ‘of ‘do’s and don'ts’ to attain 
efficiency, and yet a lot of sorcalled 
red-blooded people object strenuously 
when men equipped to build soaring 
souls tell them that ‘booze,’ ‘red light 
living’ and gambling must be\avoided 
ff men are to rise above the beast.” 

Religion, Dr. Reisner asserted, .was 
able to equip man as a flyer. ‘The 
talents of the flyer and the Christian 
are the same; courage, mental acute- 
ness, and cleanliness of mind,’’ Dr. 
Reisner concluded. 

Mr. Fokker, designer of the Byrd 
plane and builder of the ten-passenger 
“‘fool-proof air-liner’’ with whieh Lieu- 
tenants Kely and Macready made their 
non-stop coast-to-coast flight in 1923, 
pentees the ‘“‘bravery’’ of Commander 


Vrour own brave Lieutenant Byrd,’’ 
he said, ‘thas ust completed a remark- 
able 1,500-mile flight from Spitzbergen 
to the Pole and back, traversing abso- 
lutely unknown territory with scarcely 
a single deviation from the course. 
Even though the newspapers have 
made much of it, I don’t believe the 
people realize the nature of the great 
accomplishment.” 

Mr. Fokker declared that airplanes 
had definitely passed the ‘“‘trick and 
stunt’”’ stage of serving only to thrill 
people. ‘‘The plane,”’ he continued, 
“is becoming a safe, rapid means of 
communication and _ transportation. 
Although I deprecate the war as much 
as any one, and don’t like to think of 
how the plane was used for destruc- 
tive purposes, yet in the five years of 
combat aeronautics were shoved ahead 
fifty years: 

“I look to the time when the Ameri- 
can air passenger service will be as 
efficient as the Pullman service,”’ he 
declared. 

In conclusion Mr. Fokker said that 
American aviation was not up to Eu- 
ropean save in the branch‘of mail car- 
rying. Wishing to.allay the fears any 
one might feel as to the comfort of 
flying, he told of eating a meal in the 


| quiet ‘cabin of a plane, while. passing 


over Detroit. 

Captain H. A. Bruno, who flew with 
Fokker when they won in the Ford 
reliability tour last September, said 
the plane they used was the same craft 
in which Byrd reaqhed the Pole. 


CALLS POLAR FLIGHT HEROIC.

MEXICO CITY, May 16.—The Right 
Rev. George Caruana, Papal represen- 
tative {n Mexico, who last ‘night was 
ordered deported on the ground that 
he had improperly entered the country, 
issued today a formal statement, in 
which he denied that he had concealed 
his identity at the border or in any 
other way sought to deceive the Mexi- 
can immigration authorities. He left 
tonight for Washington, going by way 
of Laredo. 

Monsignor Caruana is the’ Bishop 
of Porto Rico and the Antilles. He is 
an American citizen and was at one 
time a priest in Brooklyn. He has 
been in Mexico to make a report on 
the situation of the Church which he 
intended to submit to Pope Pius XI. 

Bishop Caruana, in his statement 
today, declared that he had showed his 
passport and birth certificates to 
the Immigration Agent and later to of- 
ficials of the Department of, the In- 
terior. These certificates. revea] his 
birthplace, profession and other infor- 
mation, he says. The number of priests 


already expelled from Mexico is said to 
exceed 150. 


To Present Case to Kellogg. 


On learning of the expulsion order 
he visited the American Embassy, 
stating his case to Ambassador Shef- 
field, who advised Archbishop Caruana 
to await formal action ca the part of 
the Mexican Government. 


He plans. to visit Washington where, 
as an American citizen, he will pre- 
sent his case direct. to Secretary 
Kellogg. 

It is stated by the Mexican Govern- 
ment that the charges upon which his 
expulsion is based are that Mgr. Ca- 
ruana entered Mexico without giving 
the real reason for his visit and that he 
entered the country as a teacher when 
he was a Papal delegate. Answering 
the charges, Mgr. Caruana shows his 
passport, which distinctly states that 
he is a religious teacher. 

In his Statement Bishop Caruana 
says: 

$ "For those who know me and my 
character it is not necessary that 1 
make any denial of having made false 
declarations, as alleged in the decree 
of expulsion. But, for the sake of 
those not acquainted with me, 1 deem 
it opportune, and even imperative by 
reason of my position, to state pub- 
licly and most emphatically that 1 
made no false, declarations and did not 
even sign any declarations at all when 
I entered. Mexican territory. 

“The immigration inspector who ques- 
tioned me at the border requested no 
declarations regarding my birth and 
religion, .but_he did inquire about 
profession, ahd then I stated the pro- 
fession which I really,have, of teach- 
ing, without, however, any intention 

iding any other titles that I have. 

Ok the first document appear most 
clearly all the data about my person, 
my birthplace and profession (viz., 
cler, an); in the second, the offi- 
cial title that I held at the time it 
was issued, that of the Right Revere 
Bishop of Porto Rico. 

Observers here see a real break be. 
‘tween Mexico and the Holy See> as 
the deportation of the Papal delegate 
is regarded as a direct insult to the 
Pope. What effect it will have in 
Mexico is not known, but it is be- 
lieved that the Indians, wko form the 
majority. of the population of the 
country, will resent the expulsion of 
the Papal delegate. 

The status of American ministers in’ 
Mexico is not defined, although it is 
stated that some may be allowed’ ta 
remain if only one minigter acts for 
each Protestant church. 

Rumors that Bishop Creighton, 
American head of the Episcopal 
Church, has been cited to appear at 
the Department of the Interior to ex- 
plain his religious activities have not 
been confirmed. Bishop Creighton said 
today that so far he had not beens 
summoned. 

Catholic Church services in the State 
of Michoacan, suspended during the 
past few. weeks by order of . high 
church officials as a protest against 
the clash between citizens and soldiers, 
were renewed today. Crowds gathered 
at all the churches. Though services 
have been resumed, the conflict re- 
mains unsolved. However, conferences 
are being ‘held between .Government 
and church officials. Priests have 
registered in conformity with the regu- 
lations.

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—The hard- 
@st fought and most thoroughly can- 
- Vassed Republican primary campaign 
in Pennsylvania in years has cloged, 
with the decision in Tuesday’s voting 
for the nomination for United States 
Senator and Governor greatly in 
doybt. So many unassessable condi- 
tions exist, such as the wet and dry 
issue ahd party realignment, as to 
make the usual calculations mostly 
speculation. 


_In the Senatorial fight one thing 


seems apparent tonight, and that is 
that Governor Pinchot has been grow- 
fing weaker as the campaign pro- 
g@ressed and the drys became convinced 
that defeat of Representative Vare 
could be. accomplished only by dry 
support. being concentrated on Senator 
Pepper. 

Over 400,000 independent voters reg- 
istered in the final registration days. 
These usually indifferent and stay-at- 
home voters, who have declined to in- 
dicate their position, may decide the 
contest.. They are believed to be 
against the candidacy of Vare on his 
record, but some of them may also 
support him because of his wet ten- 
dencies. 

On the surface these voters are fa- 
vorable to Senator Pepper, and his man- 
agers are depending upon them and 
the aid of the old Penrose ward lead- 
ers in Philadelphia to bring victory to 
faction headed by. Secretary 
Mellon. 


Each Faction Claims Success. 


All sides tonight are claiming suc- 
cess on Tuesday. It is believed that 
Vare will win if he holds the machine 


in Philadelphia. Under-surface moves 
indicate, however, that he will be 
thrown over by some of the party 
workers in Philadelphia, who have 
shown allegiance in the past to Pen- 
rose and McNichol. His managers place 
his plurality in Philadelphia at 125,000, 
and if this vote is realized he will win. 
The Pepper forces do not concede 
Vare more than 100,000 plurality, and 
they say this may’ be reduced. 
Philadelphia and Allegheny County 
hold the key to the situation. Alle- 
gheny County is expected to give. Pep- 
per 35,000 plurality. The two ¢éoun- 
ties cast about 60 per cent. of the 


total vote in a State-wide primary. The 


registration in Philadelphia this year 
is the largest on record, approximately 
625,000, including about 250,000 inde- 
pendent voters. 

In the rural districts Vare is expect

,and Pepper are likely to. divide the

side of Philadelphia and. Allegheny 
Counties. If Pepper cuts down the 
Vare vote to less than 100,000 in Phil- 
adelphia and is supported by a ma- 
jority of the dry and independent 
voters, he should have a plurality of

. One factor in the campaign that can- 
not ‘be accurately placed is the dry 
vote., Governor Pinchot has been able 
to hold the radival drys, while Bishop 
Berry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, recently called: upon him to re- 
tire to save the State from the wets 
and Vare.

SHEAN 10 ESCAPE 
‘CHARGE OF MURDER 


Appear.in Court Today to An-- 
_swer Two Minor Accusations.

HARTFORD, Conn:, May 16. —Walter 
Shean, self-confessed accomplice of the 
late Gerald Chapman in the robbery 
of a New Britain store and the ‘murder 
of Policeman Skelly, will not pay the 
extreme penalty for his part in the 
crime. ‘This was revealed tonight when 
State Attorney Hugh Alcorn, .an- 
nounced that Shean could be arraigned 
tomorrow before Superior Court Judge 
Waldo Marvin on two minor Charges 
arising out of the New Briton robbery 
and -murder. 

While Shean has beben in fail for 
nineteen months on a charge of mur- 
der, the State attorney has never pre- 
sented the evidence against him to the 
Grand Jury, and consequently, no in- 
dictment for murder has been returned. 

Shean, member of a highly and re- 
spectable family, will be called on to 
plead to the charges of carrying con- 
cealed weapons and as an accessory to 
breaking and entering, neither of 
which crimes require a grand jury in- 
dictment, according to the Connecti- 
cut laws. 

Mr. Alcorn said tonight that he would 
recommend to Judge Marvin that the 
time Shean has already spent in jail 
be considered in the imposition of sen- 
tence, but that he would also recom- 
mend that Shean be given a minimum 
jail sentence, thé length of which). 
would, of course, rest entirely within 
pe discretion. of. the Court. 


Shean Seized After Crime. 


Shean was captured on the morning 
of Oct. 12, 1924, a few minutes after 
he and another man had been seen 
leaving a department store that had 
been broken into. The other man shot 
and killed Patrolman Skelly~and it 


was Shean’s positive testimony that 
the other mar was Gerald Chapman 
that was largely instrumental in Chap- 
man’s capture in Muncie, Ind., months 


after the murder, and his .conviction 


and execution for murder. 

Rumors :that Shean would receive a 
comparatively light sentence and that 
in any event he would escape the 
death penalty, were prevalent after 
Chapman’s conviction, as it was. gen- 
erally realized that had not Shean 
tupned State’s evidence, a vital link 
in’ the chain of evidence against Chap- 
man would have been missing. The 
maximum sentence for the two crimes 
for which he will be called on to plead 
tomorrow is eight years in -jail.

‘That 
can be attributed to- two principal 
causes: the Hongkong-Canton situa- 
tion, and a revival of the “spheres of: 
influence’ doctrine. 

For about nine months now there has 
‘been virtually a blockade between 
Canton and Hongkong. The, Kwang- 
tung Government (which asserts inde- 
pendence: from Peking and which ac- 
tually is independent in its local ac- 
tions), in effect has scrapped the 
treaties in so far as they relate to 
Hongkong and British interests. The 
trade of Hongkong has been seriously 
crippled, and at times it has been 
almost stopped, Shameen, the little 
island at Canton where the British set- 
tlement is located, practically is in a 
state of siege. 

Hongkong colony has tried, various 
means to break the deadlock: First 
the colony tried to get the. Home Gov- 
ernment to take ‘“‘strong’’ measures to 
enforce the treaties; and since it is 
well known that diplomatic representa- 
tiois in Peking could acco ish 
nothing, any effective measures logi- 
cally would require dealing indepen- 
dently th Kwangtung, both by pre- 
vious negotiation, and then by action 
if negotiation failed. No attempt was 
made to camouflage those purposes. 
They were stated openely. 


Britishers Do Not Agree on Policy. 


The British Government so far has 
refused to act as Hongkong colony 
desires, for several obvious reasons. 
First, such independent action would 
disrupt the international status quo 
and logically would conduce to a seri- 
ous schism with the United States on 
a broad question of! policy in the Far 
East. 

It would be extremely difficult for 
any nation to make war ‘on a province 
of China and at the same time main- 
tain friendly relations and diplomatic 
intercourse with the National Govern- 
ment, so called: Also such action 
would have the distinct probability, 
almost the certainty, that the boycott 
and blockade of Hongkong would be 
extended to British interests through- 
out China. British interests in the re- 
mainder of China, which exceed in 
magnitude and importance those cons 
centrated at Hongkong, were’ made 
uneasy by the colony’s efforts, and I 
believe their influence was thrown the 
other way. 

Nevertheless, .British interests in 
China are restive under this situation, 
and one observes frequently comments 
in leading British newspapers out here 
advocating, or hinting at, a policy of 
revival of ‘“‘spheres,’”’ and of non- 
rece” ‘ition of Peking. That thesis is 
linkc” 
ing the \r ylo-Japanese alliance, which 
has bec. brought to.the fore lately. 

The principal argument used to sup- 
port the suggestion is that, inasmuch 
as differént sections of China actually 
are semi-independent of the~Peking 
Government and seem likely to hold: 
that position indefinitely, it\is more 
practical to treat with them separate- 
ly, either through the Legations in 
Peking, or, better still, through con- 
suls in different localities. It is point- 
ed out that in most cases whatever is 
done as between foreigners and ‘local 
and provincial Chinese officials is ac- 
complished by that method. 

However, there is a division of Brit- 
ish opinion in China on the proposition 
thus posed. .The attitude of Hong- 
kong Colony really is oné of local self- 
ishness, although a fairly plausible ef- 
fort is‘made to give it an appearance 
of imperial importance. 

The Colony feels that if it could es- 
cape from inhibitions due to being tied 
to Peking it could work out -a solution 
with Kwangtung separately. In fact, 
the Colony does not cease its efforts to 
do that anyhow. Several times it has 
sent to Canton delegations (private in 
character to avoid diplomatic compli- 
cations) to effect a compromise; and 
Chinese delegations from Canton have 
visited Hongkong. It is reported that 
British and Chinese banks in the Col- 
ony are preparing to make a’‘loan to 
the Kwangtung Government. 

Chinese firmly believe that when 
General Chen, a few months ago, 
made his futile attempt to regain pow- 
er at Canton, he was ‘‘backed”’ by the 
Hongkong Government,

Then there is the additional doubt of 
how China would be divided in a new 
allotment of ‘‘spheres.’’ I perceive 
plainly in reading discussions of this 
matter in British newspapers out here 
that it, is assumed that a return to a 
“sphere” system would be on the old 
division, when Great Britain claimed 
almost the whole of Central and South 
China as her “sphere,” and when the 
United States had no claimed or recog- 
nized ‘‘sphere.’’ > 

But other Britishers foresee that in 
the nature of things a new ‘‘sphere’”’ 
allotment would mean a new division, 
and that British interests may do bet- 
ter in China under the open door than 
in a restricted ‘‘sphere.’’ 

As to Japan again there is a quan- 
dary. During the World. War, Japan 


took advantage of conditions to en- 


croach in many} directions on previ- 
ously claimed British ‘‘spheres,”’ es- 
peciaHy in the Yiangtzi Valley and 
in Fukien; at the same time Japan 
tightened her grip on her own 

“spheres’’ of Shantung and Manchu- 
tia. and inner Mongolia. Of course, 
if a new regional understanding te- 
tween Great Britain and Japan could 
be arranged’ on a basis of a fairly 
even ‘‘split’’. of China between their 
‘‘spheres,”’ and the combination was 
strong enough to fend off the opposi- 
tion of America and other nations 
which advocate the open door, it 
might turn /out well for British in- 
terests. 4 

But I doubt if Japan wants, at this 
time, ‘to have the “sphere” doctrine 
revived in China. That: policy and 
that situation, would present very se- 
rious embarrassments for Japan. 

On the issues given previously one 
feels fairly sure that diplomats in Pe- 
king will prefer to hold the status 
quo and to continue to “‘reco; ie” as 
the Government of China anything 
that comes along. ‘ Their position at 
times is somewhat ridiculous now, but 
véry likely it would be more so with 
non-recognition. 

Probably I should make plain that 
what is said about some British atti- 
tudes toward China is not meant to 
imply that position of the British 
Government, On the contrary, ‘the 
British Government seems to give no 
countenance to a policy such as Hong- 
kong tried to bring about, or to a re- 
vival of the ‘‘sphere’’ doctrine. These 
motives and arguments are interest; 
ing. as. showing political developments 
and trend here, and the constant ten- 
dency to recrudescence of doctrines 
which most people in the United States

Of Chinese reactions to proposals to 
break up the existing national entity 
in respect of its foreign relations, I 
am convinced that they would resent 
such action strongly, for however the 
provinces at this phase of China’s re- 
construction may oppose the Peking 
regime, and desire to hold their au-' 
tonomy until it can be merged into 
a genuine national government, they 
probably would unite to resist any for- 
eign attempt to rend them asunder.

Far from 
insisting upon the necessity of clearing 
up this troublesome international affair 
by extraditing this important person- 
age, it was so worded as strongly to 
convey the impression that the. Hun- 
garian Government did not ‘press the 
Turks to grant the extradition. 


Distinguished Men on the Stand.

He was recently 
re-elected the leader of his party and 
contempleted giving up his ministerial 
post to accept the “amu chieftain- 
ship.

SEES HOPE OF LABOR 
IN ORGANIZATION 


Federation President Green Lays 
Stress on Unionism at Celebra- 
tion of Encyclical of Leo XIII. 


ST. PAUL,; Minn., May 16 ()—In 
their economic organizations lies the 
nope of the wage earner for the fu- 
ture,. Willianr Green, President of the 
American Fedération of Labor, de- 
clared in an address today at a mass 
meeting called by. the Minnesota Fed- 
eration. of Labor. Representatives of 
organized. labor and the Catholic 
Church *attended the meeting, which 
was called to celebrate the thirty-fifth 
anniversary of the issuance by Pope 
Leo XIII of his encyclical letter, ‘‘La- 
bor and Capital,’ and to ‘assist the 
trade unions in furthering their educa- 
tional work. 

At present, Mr. Green said, apparent- 
ly referring’ to the British situation, 
the “‘thoughts and attentions of the 
people throughout the world are cen- 
tred upon the problems of labor and 
the relationship between labor and 
capital. Recent events,” he added; 
“have stimulated and intensified this 
interest in industrial questions and in- 
dustrial relationships.” 

The Federation head asserted that 
even now, in an enlightened period of 
industrial development, there are found 


some employers and some large cor- 
porations who deny their workers the 
right to enjoy collective bargaining, or 
to organize for mutual helpfulness, and 
that it was this sort of policy that 
creates ‘‘class warfare,” class antago- 
nism and social unrest.” 

To those who oppose the organization 
of the workers Mr. Green referred Pope 
Leo’s letter, in which, he said, the case 
of organized labor was presented with 
such “unanswerable logic’’. as to con- 
found its enemies and opponents.

After thirty-two ‘years in the Crim- 


Lafayette Streets the office’ of the 
District Attorney id located today in 
its new home in thé Excelsior Build- 
ing at the northwest corner of Centre 
and White Streets. In the thirty-two 
years since the District Attorney’s of- 
fice moved from the old City Court 
Building at 32 Chambers Street some 
of the most famous crimes in the his- 
tory of the country have been handied 
in the quarters just vacated. The new 
building is joined to the Criminal 
Courts Building by a bridge, similar 
to the “Bridge of Sighs,”’ which con- 
nects the Criminal Courts Building and 
the Tombs. This new bridge has been 
popularly designated as the ‘‘Bridge ot 
Hope.”’ 

The new office was made possible by 
the efforts of District Attorney Joab 
H. Banton, who convinced the Board 
of Estimate that the Criminal Courts 
Building was inadequate. When Mr. 
Banton took office there was on the 
calendar approximately 2,500 cases 
awaiting disposition. To this number 
were added the indictments returned, 
daily by Grand Juries, which aggre-| 
gate 6,000 a year. 

The new building is a nine-story 
structure, which is occupied entirely 
by the offices of the District Attorney. 
Space in the new building has been 
‘apportioned to give the public. the 
maximum amount of service and con- 
venience, and to make the work of 
the District Attorney more efficient. 

The ground floor, with an entrance 
on Centre Street, will be occupied by 
the clerk’s office; the second floor by 
the process serving and investigation 
departments and the Special Sessions 
Bureau; the third floor by the com- 
plaint, commercial frauds and bucket 
shop, bureaus.. and the fourth and fifth 
floors by trial assistants exclusively. 
The sixth floor contains the office off 
the District Attorney, the Chief As- 
sistant District Attorney and the ad- 
ministration departments of the Dis- 
trict: Attorney’s’ office. The seventh 
floor is to be used by the indictment 
bureau and the homicide bureau. /

BUCKNER EXPLAINS TRIP. 


Denies He Went to Washington to 
Discuss the Day or Catrow Cases.

Citizens’ Committee Will Continue 
its Efforts by Collecting °

Assuming that Governor Smith will 
veto the teachers’ increased . salary 


bills, at the request of the Board of 
Estimate after the hearing before him 
at Albany today, the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee ‘on Teachers’ Salaries an- 
nounced ee that it would, com- 
plete its survey of the salary situa- 
tion. by sending out 30,000 inquiry 
blanks to teachers in the city as soon 
as the Governor took action. 

According to Dr. J. H. MeGaughy. of 
Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, the committee has obtained in- 
formation concerning the increased 
cost of living in its effort to ascer- 
tain what would be adequate and 
equitable salaries for -the teachers: 
The inquiry blank will bring informa- 
tion concerning the professional prep- 
aration, experience and eéconomic 
status of each teacher. This procedure 
has been recommended by the ad- 
visory staff of the committee, which 
includes Donald R. Belcher, statisti- 
cian of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company; Dr. Louis I. Dub- 
lin, statistician of. the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance. Company; Professor 
Willford I. King, economist of the 
National Bureau. of Economic Re- 
search, and Dr. Albert Shiels of 
Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity. 

“There seems to be, unanimous 
sentiment in favor of just such a sur- 
vey of the teacher salary situation as 
the Citizens’ Committee has been 
makin,” said Robert E. Simon, its 
Chairman.

the Hotel McAlpin that he could not 
deliver the.address on “‘The Freedom 
of the Air.” In the~ address Mr. 


-| Thomas intended to deliver he criti- 


cized the “radio trust’? and asserted 
that ‘public problems broadcasted were 
“carefully controlled and censored.” 
Following a talk with Mr. G 
Mr. Thomas was informed by Donald 
Flamm, who extended the invitation 
on behalf of Mr. Gilliam, that a de- 
bate would be better because the sub- 
ject was “highly controversial.” 
Mr. Thomas. sought to have a defi- 
nite date fixed, but neither Mr. Gilliam 


nor Mr. .Flamm would . se. that 
the opponent for Mr. omas would 
be ready within two weeks, the time 
limit = § by.Mr. Thomas. ‘After that 
date, Mr. Thomas said, the debate 
would: be academic, for it involved ar- 
guments on the Dill bill, now up before 
Congress, regulating ting radio broadcast- 
ing. In Mr. Thomas’s opinion ono bill 
will de disposed of wi two weeks. 

Mr.. Thomas said he was put out 
because Mr. Flamm had urged him to 
speak: yesterday and he finally con- 
sented to break another engagement to 
appear. Aside from that, he declared 
ng incident had social implications. 

promised. to send a complet 
statement of the incident and a copy 
of his speech to Senators interested 
in the Dill bill. 

Mr. Flamm, manager of the “Flamm 
Frolickers,””’ @ group of entertainers 

using WMCA several times a week, 
said he received the manuscript from 
Mr. Thomas on Friday, but did not 
read it until Saturday. When he saw 
that it was ‘‘one-sided’”’ he agreed with 
Mr, Gilliam that it would be better to 
present it as a debate. 

“Why, he slammed the daylights out 
|of the companies on which we depend 
for supplies,” said Mr. Flamm in éx- 
plaining the incident. ‘Mr. Gilliam 
agreed me that it was better not 
to do anything rash and get. intc 
trouble with other stations on whom 
we depended or with Washington. 

“Mr. Gilliam got into touch with Mr. 
Thomas, but could not promise to have 
a man to debate the question by a defi-, 
nite date. Let me suggest that Mr. 
Thomas choose a man to take the op- 
posite side and we will be glad to pre- 
sent the debate. That ought to be fair 
enough.” 

Mr. Thomas declared that the large 
radio broadcasting stations had a rule 
against controversial matter except in 
formal debates. He ‘asserted the con- 
troversial argument was merely used 
to _— off certain speakers.

THE LAKE OF THE WOODS. 

By passing a bill which had re- 
ceived the approval of the House of 
Representatives, the Senate seems to 
have closed the Lake of the Woods 
controversy. The. boundary. tine: be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
settled by a treaty following the War. 
of Independence, runs through the 
jake north-northeasterly from the 
mouth of the Rainy River. The Lake 
of the Woods is a beautiful sheet of 
water, seventy miles. by ten to fifty 
miles, in the southwest of the Prov- 
ince of. Ontario. On the west of the 
lake is Manitoba and on the, south 
the State of Minnesota, An area of 
86,000 square miles drains into it. The 
Winnipeg: River flows out from the 
northeast, discharging into Lake Win- 
nipeg. On thé islands, whose foliage 
beautifies the surface of the Lake of 
the Woods, are Summer homes of 
city people. The local industries are 
farming, lumbering. and mining. 
While most of the Lake of the Woods 
is Canadian, American farmers had 
complained for many years that their 
lands were flooded from time to time, 
because Canadian power interests had 
placed. obstructions in the Winnipeg 
River outlet. Washington in the be- 
ginning was. persuaded that the ob- 
structions did not actually raise the 
lake level, but surveys showed that 
this view was erroneous. Thereupon 
a treaty was negotiated with Canada 
to provide for a specified level and a 
level of flowage rights to protect it. 

The United States engaged to. con- 
struct protective works on its side 
and arrange for flowage easements, 
in consideration of the payment: of 
$275,000 by Canada. Damages pre- 
viously sustained. by American cit- 
izens, owing to overflow of their 
lands, the United States bound itself 
to pay. The bill now passed by. Con- 
gress. authorizes the War Department 
to determine such damages. Also, the 
War Department is to have charge 
of construction. Should additional ex-

EFFICIENT WOOD. NYMPHS. 

The Girl Scouts of Westchester 
County have been showing. delegates 
from all over the world what-can be 
done toa frontier country in three 
minutes. Representatives from thirty- 
nine nations gazed in wonder as these 
marvelous young creatures built a log 
cabin, a little footbridge and a camp 
fire almost in the twinkling of an 
eye. What our forefathers—and fore- 
mothers—would have thought of such 
@ speedy conquering of the forest pri- 
meval may only be conjectured. Of 
course, it would have been delightful 
if they, too, could have provided 
shelter before the Indians were aware 
of intruding. presences. Lurking red- 
skins and wild animals must have 
been a distraction in the early days. 
The old cabins, though they did take 
days to build, could be defended for 
permanence and weathertight quali- 
ties, were their makers here to speak, 
just as stoutly as they were defended 
like little fortresses two hundred years 
ago. 

Much of the value and most of the 
fun that the girls derive from their 
Scout training come from their imi- 
tation of pioneer conditions. Self- 
reliance as well as ability to work 
with others is taught in the pleasant 
outdoor fashion that goes with cooking 
over wood fires and leaving the forest 
as tidy as it was found. The fine 
women who head the movement are 
wise in leaving much of the Scout 
activity to the initiative of the girls. 
If they learn to cook lamb chops over 
an open fire, with a high wind to con- 
tend with and smoke that must not 
be allowed to blacken the food,’ they 
will: surely be equal to any culinary 
emergency; A gas or electric range 
should present no difficulties. Wher 
they are married, and their husbands 
bring home unexpected guests to din- 
ner, they will know how to stifle the 
impulse to go out and shoot another 
rabbit. Adaptability to new conditions 
is one of the Girl Scouts’ strong points. 

Their zeal for woodland activity 
sometimes leads them to perform 
somewhat startling feats, as in the 
case of the troop that gave an exhi- 
bition of rescuing flappers lost in the 
woods. It is news that flappers go 
into the woods, but if they do of 
course they have to be removed. The 
Girl Scouts are not going to have their 
territory littered up with anything, 
not even flappers. ‘

LAW AND JUSTICE IN CHINA. 

After being held up for ten weeks 
or more in Peking by civil war and 
the interruption of railway traffic, the 
members of the commission studying 
the abolition of extraterritoriality in 
China have at last. started out on their 
tour of investigation of the courts and 
prisons, The purpose is to enable the 
delegates to hear the reports of Chi- 
nese and foreigners on the methods 
of administering justice in the Chinese} 
provinces. One question is how far 
Chinese- judicial procedure has been 
mod during the last few years.

Autos Linked With Frauds. 

WASHINGTON, \, May. 16° (2), — In- 
creased use of automobiles and trucks 
was pointed to by the Department of 
Justice today as one of the causes for 
the increase in commercial frauds 
throughout the country. 

“Government investigators,” said a 
department announcement, ‘‘believe 
that because of changes in methods of 
doing business, greater facilities are 
enjoyed by persons desiring to perpe- 
trate frauds under the bankruptcy law, 
due to the in¢reased use of automobiles 
bn automobile trucks, with which 

goods may be spirited away in the 
night time and transferred to distant 
localities. 

“In former times, evidence that mer- 
chandise had been unlawfully spirited 
away might be verified at the nearest 
railroad freight station. Now, how- 
ever, it is found that goods are often 
transported under conditions which 
baffle the most careful work of in- 
vestigators.”’

actual stealing. . Principal \ keeper 
“Joseph S. Hoff admits that a large 
amount of money has been stolen and 
“that he has been investigating for 
some months. 


Hoff said he had not yet reported the 
incident to Governor Moore or to State 
Commissioner \of- Institutions and 
Agencies Ellis. He belieyes that fur- 
ther investigation will permit him to 
solve the mystery and take a full and 
comprehensive report 

Following — his first inquiry, Hoff 
charged two convicts with the short- 
ages, but he declined to say what pun- 
ishment, if any, had been meted out 
to them. No criminal complaints were 
lodged against them. Hort said that 
none of the officers in charge of the 
Slied ts who are alleged to have com- 

the robbery during a lengthy 
Las had taken part in‘ the affair 
or received any of the funds. He de- 
clined, however, to give the names of 
the convicts accused or the officers 
who. had charge of them. 

The money is said to have. been 
stolen from the accounts known as the.

From the “store,” which is under 
the control of the prison Board of 
Managers and the principal keeper, 
‘the prisoners can purchase items- of 
various kinds not supplied to them. 
It is said’that convicts working in 
the store would deliver $8 to $10 worth 
of goods to another convict ahd. ac- 
cept bribes of /$1 or more from. the 
“customer”? to charge the latter’s ac- 
count in the prisoners’ funds with the 
purchase of;$1 or $2 worth, making a 
shortage in the store account. 

The thefts from the prisoners’ funds, 
far less in amount, are said to have 
been accomplished by ‘“‘manipulation” 
on the part of the convict in charge 
of the fund.

Mayor Burke's request for the deputy 
sheriffs and, their recent use in Gar- 
field, where it was said they ‘were in 
the pay of the textile mills, were con- 
demned today by seventeen speakers, 
whoincluded eight clergymen, at 2 
meeting of' 6,000 strikers in. Belmont 
Hall, Garfield, under the auspices of 
the associated societies and parishes 
of Passaic~and vicinity. The” Mayor, 
who is an employe of the Botany Mills, 
said he made the request because he 
gee ee en a ee: 
field police. 

“With hundreds of people waihins 
co. work,” he said, “with hundreds 
asking for protection from the vio- 
lence that has been going:on, with the 
Police Court Judge and those high up 
in police circles asking for aid, I can- 
not turn a deaf ear. People have a 
right to strike, but these who want to 


work and be peaceful have a right to 
do so,.too,’*” 


Clergy Hearten Strikers. 


The eight clergymen and the Council- 
man urged the strikers to be firm in 
their demands for an “American way 
of living’ as the textile workers 
started the seventeenth week of their 
protest. against a wage reduction and 
demands for more~pay and better 
working conditions. The strikers 
adopted resolutions urging the United 
States Senate to adopt the proposal’ of 
‘Senator Robert M. LaFollette for an 
investigation of the strike, and protest- 
ing against the use’ of Deputy Sheriffs. 
They announced they would send a 
committee of thirty men to Washing- 
ton ‘on Tuesday to present their res- 
olutions to Senators Borah and La- 
Follette. The committee included sev- 
eral . strikers; members of:the com- 
mittee of clergymen which first sought 
to effect’ a conciliation ofthe strike, 
and William E. Vanecek, a lawyer, | 
who. organized the Slavic Conciliation 
Committee, which gave its’ 
last Friday to the strikers. 


Burke Warns Mills May. Go. 


Mayor Burke announced today: that 
if the strike continued much longer 
it would “drive the mills out of this 
section.” He said the Forstmann & 


Huffmann mill in Garfield’ paid one- 
foufth of the city’s taxes, and that its 
departure would entail a heavy loss 
upon the city. 

Albert Weisbord, Chai: n’ of the 
United Front Committee, the strike or- 
ganization. announced that he would 
not order massed picketing this. week 
and cautioned the strikérs against vio- 
lence. Hé also announced that on next 
Sunday a parade would be held by 
the strikers, religious and civic organ- 
izations here to protest against the 
refusal of the mill owners to meet the 
strikers.* 

“We all hear protests against the in- 
justice done to you,” said) Joseph F. 
Quinlivan, Councilman of. Garfield, -at 
the meeting, referring to the use of the 
Deputy Sheriffs and to Mayor Burke’s 
request for the council to provide for 
their’ return. “As a member of 
the go g body of the city I 
came here to deliver a message. ‘There 
is a movement to bring the sheriff and 
his deputies here. The mills are ‘work- 
ing tooth and nail to see if they can 
bring them back. It is up to,you t9 
see, that they are kept -away. The 
wotkers are charged with breaking 
windows, but they can’t prove it; and 
“it is done esau it brings discredit 
on the strikers. Be peaceful. Your 
cause: is just. They had no right to 
cut wages and deprive you of an -Amer- 
ican way of living. Do not go to work, 
but stand together shoulder to shoulder

COST TO GROCERIES RAISED 


Eommissioner 1s Told: of Alleged 
Move to Regulate Supply—More 
Inspectors on Carpet. 


Complaints of an alleged combination 
made up of independent dealers and 
the big distributing corporations to 
raise the price of: milk in New York 
City, were received yesterday by Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, Commissioner of 
Health,: ‘It was charged that persons 
rwho see to enter the retail milk busi- 
ness are barred from doing so and that- 
‘within the last tén days or. two weeks 
the price. of milk sold to grocery stores 
has been arbitrarily raised from fa 20 
and $3.40 a forty-quart can to $4. 
it was said, was done in face on te the 
fact that this is the season when milk 
is plentiful. It also was said, that 
some of the middlemen pay only $2.10 
a& can. 

Information given-to Dr. Harris was 
to the effect that_the average inde- 
pendent middleman : disposed of 100 
cans of milk daily and that,. with the 
increase in price, his profits at present 
approximated $75 a day. - The addi- 
tional amount which the retailers are 
forced to pay, it was said, was re- 
flected. in an average advance to the} an 
consumers of 1 cent a quart. Milk 
which could be purchased two weeks 
ago for 9 or 10 cents, now costs the 
householder 11° cents, according to 
some of the complaints. 

Dr. Harris said that from the stand- 
‘point of public health ‘he regarded the 
‘Situation as important and that he was 
anxious to obtain for the city as large 
a supply of wholesome milk as posst- 
ble and to have it ‘sold, at the lowest 
possible “price. 

“Trusted es of the Health 
Department will ‘investigate the com- 
plaints,” Dr. Harris said. ‘If they are 
supported by facts, the matter will be 
placed by me in the hands of the 
proper authorities for appropriate ac- 
tion. _In view of the reported diffi- 
culty of dealers who wish to sell at 
a@ reasonable ‘price to their customers 
obtaining milk ‘from shippers, I would 
‘ask any such dealer to report to me in 
person ‘concerning such difficulty so I 
may deal with the matter.”

“\the Atlantic in the bac dad; they 
get out highly multi-colored booklets, 
recruit a small army of salesmen’ and 
‘then chuckle as the money rolls ‘in 
from the unsuspecting pubic, who be- 
come an easy prey for the. silver- 
tongued agents. 

“But the saddest thing in the world 
is not that many people have by de- 
ception been deprived of their ma- 
terial savings, but that, through the 
description of Satan, man should have 
lost fellowship with God.

PEACE THE CHURCH’S AIM 





A Good Christian Can Never Take 
“a-Human Life, He Says—Cites 
the Economic: Price, 





The Rev. Arthur B. Churchman, for 
‘twenty-five years pastor of the Beth- 
any Memorial Reformed Church, First 
Avenue and Sixty-seventh Street, has 
not allowed a crippling rheumatic 
stroke, which he suffered two years 
ago, to keep him from his ministerial 
duties at the church. He preaches 
his sérmons and conducts the services 
from-a wheel-chair which is placed in 
the. pulpit. 

In his. sermon yesterday shcitalinn!: 
Mr. Churchman attacked the propa- 
ganda for preparédness and war, and 
declared there could be no fellowship 
between the Christian .Church and 
strife of any kind. 

“A good Christian should” perish 
rather than take a human life,” “he 
gaid. “It is inconceivable that Jesus, 
despite the righteous indignation that 
he evidenced at certain times, would 
ever countenance war or the. sacrific- 
ing of life. The church is construc- 
tive and fer the pares of salvation, 
while war is a means only of destruc- 
tion, and the two can never be recon- 
ciled.”’ 

Mr. Churchman told of the practical, 
economic loss’ in life and money 
brought about by war, and said that 
more than 30,000,000 lives and nearly 
$400,000,000,000 was the price paid by 
the world for the Great War. 

“The peace of the, world,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is, however, no more desiré- 
ble than the peace of the individual. 
We can see on every side evidence of 
the neurotic strife and tnbalanced 
condition that is caused -by the tensions 
and demands of modern life. There is 
only one means of rest and peace for 
the individual, and that is in Jesus. 
We can no longer be hermits and seek 
rest for the weariness of the world, 
but we can turn our thoughts to God 
and find peace in Him. The mind 
must be stayed’on God and then it 
shall find its haven.’’
